WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


Hk sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or \iberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions, 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acre, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 


homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 


acres extra ciftivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, serubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties - Must reside six months 
in each of three ycars, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300.

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ARMORER’S TOOLS.‘ 
Fine Relics of Ancient Times In New 
York’e Art Museum. 

Very few people are aware that in 
the heart of modern New York is a 
complete armorer’s shop, writes BD. A, 
Suverkrop in the American Machinist, 
It fs in the basement of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art and is equipped 
with a complete outfit of over G00 ar- 
morer’s tools. Many of these are very 
old, haying descended from master to 
man or from father to son through 
many generations, Their workman: 
ship is excellent. Whero steel faces 
have been welded to fron bodics the 
welds aro clean and perfect, and the 
junction of fron and steel {s distin: 
gulshable only by the difference in lus- 
ter of the two metals, 

The tempering of tho steel faces 
seems to be good and uniform, as nel: 
ther cracks nor dents are apparent. A 
cursory glance at these tools will at 
once apprise us of tho origin of many 
of our modern sheet metal workers’ 
iinplements, ‘he working faces of all 
the tools aro highly polished, so that 
they do not “grip” the metal being 
worked, which it is free to “slide” to 
the shape desired by the armorer. 

Every collection of ancient armor re 
quires technical care for its upkeep, 
The objects must be kept free from 
rust, occasionally remounted, and from 
time to time restorations must be made 
to preserve these priceless specinicis. 
In ordoy to carry out this work the mu- 
suem has arranged the shop referred 
to so that these necessary operations 
may be carricd on. The armorer’s 
tools once belonged to Daniel Tachaus, 
Dbut-ate now the property of the mu- 
seum, Mr, Tachaux brought them 
to this country when he came from 
Paris is 1909 to make some repairs ip 
the museum's collection of armor, 
The outfit consists of over 600 tools 
and ineludes nearly 100 kinds of stakes 
and a great variety of hatnirors, 
ewages, ete. 


RECESSION OF GLACIERS. 


—_——- 


Northern Ice Fields That Once Met the 
Sea Are Now Inland. 

Some attention is being directed to 
the fact that the Muir glacier is disin- 
tegrating along its face, and there fs 
some speculation as to bow long it will 
continue to present a great attraction 
to tourlsts. No one can answer this, 
of course, for the causes of the unusu: 
a] movement are not known, Neither 
fs it known with any certainty for how 
long a time this great ive mass lias pre- 
sented his appearance, which made it 
famous. 

Assuming that the earliest charts of 
the coast are correct—and there is 
every reason to suppose they are— 
there have been very remarkable re- 
cessions of glaciers along the Atlantic 
coast during the last century, so that 
fee fields that formerly came down to 
the sea are now a considerable dls- 
tance from it. As, we understand, the 
earlier charts do noWindicate the posi- 
tlon of Muir glacier, so there are no 
means of telling if it has receded. 

The cause of the recession of glaciers 
ig vot fully understood, but it scems to 
{imply an average amelioration of the 
climate, Glaciers are fed from snow 
fields, and if they become smaller only 
one of two explanations seems possl- 
ble. Either the snowfall iu the higher 
levels must have diminished or the 
temperature in the lower levels has 
grown higher. ‘Thero are several rea- 
sons for supp ig that the climate of 
the north zone is becoming 
gradually warner, although the change 
fs very gradual, Sir Charles Lyell, the 
famous geologist, in one of his books 
speaks of the breaking away of a great 
feo barricr near Greentand, which oe- 
curred, if we are not mistaken, in 1846, 
and says it wus one of the most sig: 
nificant events in the modern history 
of the world.—Victoria Colonist,

Huge Deposits of the Valuable Miner 
al in Many Parts of the Great West 


Coal is by far the most important 
product of the Canadian mines, as the 
value of the yearly output of coals 
and lignites reaches thirty-five per 
cent. of the total value of the coun- 
try’e mineral production. 

Coal is abundant and extensively 
worked on both the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts, and its occurrence greatly 
facilitates over-sea trade and local 
traffic on both oceans. 


Canada’s production of coal in 1908 
reached nearly 11/000,000 tons; where- 
as in 1866 it was only siightly over 
2,000,000 tons. This is a very signifi- 
cant fact, for to a great extent, the 
consumption and production of coal 
furnishes a measure by which to judge 
of the development of a country. In 
this connection it must be remember. 
ed that Canada consumes about as 
much imported coal as it does of do- 
mestic product. 

In British Columbia, extensive coal- 
fields are found and worked on Van- 
couver Island, also in the interior of 
the province, on the Nicola valley, as 
; well as in the Crow's Nest region, 
East Kootenay. All these ccals are of 
high grade bituminous quality. Un- 
worked deposits of high quality are 
known in the Queen Charlotte Islands; 
fn the Skeena region; and in tho 
Similkameen district. These constt- 
tute valuable reserves. 

In Alberta there are also vast de- 
posits of fossi) fuels of all quantities, 
from anthracite—which is extensively 
worked near Banff—to lignites. High 
grade bituminove coals occur along 
the lines of the Crow's Nest Rallwav; 
alore the main line of the Canadian 
Pacific Watlway. Good Ignites are of 
very wideenread occurrence § and 
\there are very extensive arers of y-t 
untovehed cra'fields all
